Hey write from Madrid of the 29th of 
laft Month, that the King of Spain had 
recall’d his Envoy at the Court of Por- 
tugal from thénce, that accordingly that 
Minifter left Lisbon on the 211t (after 

having notified to his Portuguefe Majefty’s Secretary 
of State the Orders he had receiv'’d, being conducted 
-. by an Officer and 6 Troopers to Elvas on the Fron- 
tier of Spain. Atthe fame time his Catholick Ma- 


jefty fignified to the Sieur Diego Mendoca, that it 


was his Pleafure he fhould depart Madrid, and fent 
an Officer to take care he fhould receive no Infults : 
He went away the 29th, conducted by an Officer 
and 6 Troopers, for Badaje#, to be exchangd on 
the Frontier of the 2 Kingdoms for the Envoy of 
Spain. A Courier from France was arriv’d with the 
News of the Victory gain’d by the Marfhal de, Tal- 
lard near Spires, and of the taking of Landau, which 
occafion'd great Rejoycings at Madrid; and on the 
28th a Courier was fent with the fame News to the 
Ambaffador of France at Lisbon. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dared Dec. 14. . 
Milan, Noy.22. The Dutthels of Mantua dyed on 
the 19th of this Month: By her Will the has made the 
Duke of Mantua her fole Heir ; and if he dye with- 
out Iffue Male, then all the left, which is very con- 
fiderable, is to go to the Sons of the Duke of Gua- 
ftala The Duke of Mantua is inconfolable for her 
Death, and has taken a Refolution to live retir'd in 
Berfello: He has fetcled a Council of 6 Perfons to 
Adminifter the Government of the Dutchy of Mantua 
in his abfence ; and accordingly the ame FD Ama- 
rotti and Nerli, the principal Men of the faid Council 
have taken up their Refidence in Mantua in the Ducal 
Palace, and are attended by the Duke’s Guards. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 25. , 
Vienne, Dec. 12. On the roth a Captain arriv’d 
here with the News, that Collonel Vyard, at the 
Head of 1200 Men had furpriz’d a Body of 4000 
Rebels who were advanc’d near Presbourg, kill’d 300 
of them, takan 50 Prifoners with fome Standards, 
and put the reft to Blight, of which Action we ex- 
et more exact Particulars. On a Report that the. 
cbels defign to invade Auftria on the fide of Mo- 
ravia, the Great Marfhal and all the Nobility and 
Gentry of the Country are mounted on Horfeback, 
and every fifth Man is order'd to take Arms to be 
ready to oppofe the Enemy. The Body e*mmanded 
by Count Schlick is joyn’d by the Regiment of Vir- 
mont: The Danifh Troops are on the March like- 
wifeto joynhim. The Magiftrates of this City have 
iffued sn commanding all the Inhabitants of 
the neighbovring open Country who. retir’d hither 
with their bet Effects in apprehenfion of the Rebels, 
toreturn to their refpective omes. A Prifoner who 
is carried to Trentfchin in the Upper Hungary re- 
ports, that Prince Ragotzi has: not the third part 0 
the Forces he is thought-to have, and that he is a 
Tockay, of which he poifefs'd himlelf on Articles of

Capitulation ; that Erla and Cafchau hold out: that 
Zatmar and the Caftle of Altfol are block’d up by 
the Rebels: chat Berezeni has 10000 Men under 
him, among them 150 Coffacks, fome Tartars and 
4000 Poles ; which laft are almoft all leaving him to 
return home, in Obedience to the fevere Order lately 
publifh’d againft them by the King of Poland: that 
the faid Berezeni had’ fent Count Caroli with 5000 
Men towards the TVerricory of Trentichin to endea- 
vour to take the Caftle of Boinitz ; bur finding the 
Enterprife too difficult, he forbore to make any At- 
tempt on the Place; Laftly, that the Forreigners who 
are in the Service of the Rebels can get no Pay,which 
is like to breed ill Blood between them. They write 
from Tranfilvania, that fome French Men had cofi- 
{pir’d to murder the Count de Rabutin, but that their 
Plot was difcover'd by one of his Dometticks. 

Aix la Chappelle, Dec, 14. The Count de Sinzen- 
dorf having receiv'd from his Catholick Majefty full 
Powers and neceffary Inftructions for taking Poffeition 
in bis Name of the Town and Dutchy of Limbourg, 
arriv’d here the firft of this Month, The next day 
in order to execute his Commiflion, he caus’d the 
Eftates of the Dutchy.of Limbourg to be fummon’d, 
and on the 6th went to Limbourg, where he was 
met by the faid Eftares: He was seceiv’d withour 
‘the Fown by the Baron de Rechreren Governour of 
it, who conducted his Excellency to the Caftle 
under a triple Salvo of the Cannon on the Walls, 
and of the {mall Arms of the Garrifon, and Townf- 
men who were drawn up in Aims. From the 
Caftle his Excellency, accompanied by the Eftates, 
went to Church, and after Mafs had been folemnly 
celebrated by the firft Abbot of the Eftates,the Count 
de Sinzendorf took his Seat under a Canopy. Then 
he caus'd his Commiffion to be read aloud by his 
Secretary, and {poke himfelf to the Affembly in the 
following manner, ‘ You have heard how gracioufly 
‘ willing the King is to receive you for his Subjects. 
* His Majefty’s Intention is, to re-eftablifh you in the 
‘ full Enjoyment of the Liberties and Privileges 
‘ granted to you by his glorious Anceftors. You are 
‘ the firft of the many People of which the Monarchy 
‘ of Spain is compos’d, that return under the gentle 
‘ Government of the moft Auguft Houfe of Auftria. 
* You owe it to the Arms of his Majefty’s High 
* Allies, and the Work of this Day is a Proof to the 
‘ whole World of the good Faith with which they 
‘ perform their Treaties. 

Then the Oaths of Fidelity to his Catholick Ma- 
jefty were taken by the Eftares with the ufual Cere- 
monies,and the Solemnity was clos’d with the Singing 
of Te Deum,and the Difcharge of the Artillery, From 
the Church the Counr de Sinzendorf and the Eftates 
went to the Governour’s Houfe, where they din’d ; 
And his Majefty’s Health and Profperity was drank 
very loyally. ‘The People in general exprefs’d great 
Rejoycings cu this Occafion. The fame day, the 
Count de Sinzendorf left Limbourg, being faluted at 
his going out with the fame number of Salvoes from
